Income tax returns for 1936 
were filed by 309 Uplanders, by 
477 Ontario residents, and for 
the county as a whole the total 
returns were 5,079, 
of internal revenue revealed t?- 
y. 

The county total places it 
third among the southland 
counties, headed only by Los An- 
geles and San Diego counties. 
While Upland is the fourth 
ty in the county from the 
standpoint of total returns it 
ranks first on the basis of per- 
centage of its population filing 
the income reports. 

Upland’s population is estimat- 
ed at 5600. Percentage of its 
population filing returns is fiz- 
ured at 5.5. The Ontario popu- 
lation, estimated at 13,000, gives 
a@ percentage of 3.7 making in- 
come tax reports.
